n. DSTTBRVIEW SUMMARY 

A telephonic interview was conducted on the above-identified application on July 27, 
2006. The participants were Examinm Bleni W. Shiferaw and Taghi Arani and Applicants' 
representatives Christopher J. Palemio and Zhichong Gu. 

The Examiners requested clarification of the tenn "shorter-lived symmetric key". 
Examiners indicated that Applicants* proposed claim amendment to Claim 1 with respect to 
"longer-lived symmetric key** was acceptable. An agreement was reached that Applicants would 
study for a proposal to clarify the term "shorter-lived symmetric key^'. 

Examiners stated a 35 U.S.C 101 rejection of Claim 30 with respect to "computer- 
readable medium". An agreement was reached that Applicants would amend the claim to refer 
to "computer-readable storage medium^. 
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Subsequent to the telephonic interview, Mr. Gu sent to Examiner Shiferaw through email 
a proposal to amend Claim 1 with respect to "shorter-lived dyramctric ke/% Examiner Shiferw 
indicated to Mr. Gu through email an agreement to the proposed amendment 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's infomial email indication of allowability with 
respect to Claim 1. Claims 8, 18 and 30-32 have been similarly amended, 
IV.
